HE Real Prefence and Tranfub- 

ftantiation have been for feveral 
_ Ages,-and are ftill , the darling 
Do&rines of the Church of Rome. That 





Church does not fcruple to teach and preach 
up ‘Contradi€tions ; and the Learned Dr. 
Clarkehas lately obferved that the Popith 
Schoolmen affefted for the fake of Tran- 
fubftantiation to make every thing look like 
a Contradiftiion. The Abbot Renaudot, well 
skill'd in the Oriental Languages , under- 
takes to fhew that the Greek and Eafern 
Churches believe the Two Dof€trines juft 
now mentioned. If ict be fo, all that can 
be inferred from it, is, that Errors may eafi- 
dy be propagated, efpecially under an igno- 
rant and fuperfticious Clergy. It were an 
improper thing to give an Account of a 
Book of this Nature ; and therefore I fhall 
confine my felf to fome Obfervations re- 
lating to the prefent State of Chriftianity 
in the Eaft. 

The Eaftern Churches , fays the Author, 
were formerly torn by many Herefies ; but 
"tis certain that no other Herefies have re- 
mained in the Eaft within thefe Thoufand 
Years and above , but thofe of the Nefori- 
ans, and Jacobites or Monophyfites. All the 
Chriftian Churches, that are not Orthodox, 
may be conprehended under one of thofe 
two Se&ts. There are no Arian: in the Ea. 
ftern Churches ; and all Chriftians profefs 
to believe the Confubftantiality of the Son 
with the Father, reciting every Day the Ni- 
cene Creed in the Liturgy and in their pri- 
vate Prayers» There are no Macedonians nor 
other Hereticks, who denied the Divinity 
of ‘the Holy Spirit ; for they all receive 
the Creed with the Additions made to it b 
the firft Council of a ple. The Fa- 
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ftern Chriftians do hardly know the Dona- fia, as far as the Indies ; but his power has 


tifls, and Novatians, &c. 

Some Veftiges of Manicheifm may be feen 
ftill in che Eaft , particularly in Perfia, not 
among Chriftians, but among the Worfhip- 
pers of Fire, call’d by the Perfians Ateche 
Pereftan, or Guebres, and among others, The 
Drufes , and thofe who go by the Name of 
Chr-flians of St.John, or Affafin: , fo fre- 
quently mentioned by our Hiftorians, had 
alfo many Errors like thofe of the Manichees ; 
but they were never look’d upon as Chrifti- 
ans; nay, the Jews and Mahometan: had al- 
ways an horror for them. 

Allthe Eoftern Chriftians are..Mclcbjtes, 
Nefiorians, or Jacobites. The Name of Mel- 
chiter is given to all the Orthodox, who 
follow the Doctrine of the Council of Chal- 
cedon ; and in this Senfe , not only the Or- 
Ahbodex Syrians, but alfo the Grecks , andall 
‘thofé who depepd upon the rGreek Church, 
ate Melchites. . The Neflorians are thofe who 
follow the Herely of Woforius,, with avery

The fame Author, in a Dialogue about the 

Chriftian Religion with a Wizir, named 4- 

bulcacem El-Mogrebi, gives the following An- 

fwer to hisQueftion concerning the different 

Opinions of Chriftians about: the’ Myftery 

of the Incafnation. Our Paith, fays Elias, 

is worry different from that of the Melchires 

and Jacobites. For the former believe, that 

there are Two Subffances , or Two Natures, and 

one’ Perjfon in Fefus Chrift; and the Jacobites 

believe ome Subftance, and one Perfon. Ana 

therefore they are obliged to acknowledze that the 

Word, which is the Eternal Son, is united to the 

Man born of the Virgin Mary, by a natural 
Union, like that of the Soul and Body; or by an 

Union of Compofition, like that of Iron with 
Wood infome Werk ; or by an Union of Mixture: 

Which u the Reafon why they rcjel our Explica- 
tion. Here follows another Paflage of the 

fame Elias: That Defcent or Isbabitation of 
God , ws of Glory, Benuclence, and Will, and 
not according to the Effence or Subftance. Thus, 
fays:he in another place, the Ercrnal Son ss 
united with the Man born of Mary, and /s be- 
come one Chrift and one Son by an Union of Wil, 
by Céenjunction and Dignity, and not according 
tothe Nature or Perfon. And to fhew chat he 
meant no other Union, having obferved that 
Chrift calls himfelf rhe Son of God, he an- 
fwers, that according to the Style of the Holy 
Scripture thofe Words ought to be underftood of 
the infinite Excelency communicated to the Man 
Jefus Chrift, by fuch an Union as has been juft 
now explained, and not otkerwife. The only 
Difference oblervable among the Nefforians, 
is, that fome fay the Son of God was united 
with che Son of Mary by that Inhabitation 
above-mentioned, as foon as he was born ; 
whereas others maintain that he remzined like 
other Men rill bis Baptifm; that the Holy 
Ghoft came then upon him, and that when 
thefe Words were heard, this it my Beloved 
Son, &c. he was made Son of God. 

The fame Nefforian Patriarch, in order to 
prove that Chrift is only God metzphorical- 
ly, and by the Fulnefs of Grace proceeding 
from the Inhabitation of the Word, where. 
by he was raifed above ali the Prophets, and 
the moft Excellent Creatures, quotes the 
following Paflages of the Alcoran, where he 
is call’d the Word of God. Fefus the Som of 
Mary is only the Spirit of God, and his Word,

who came down upon Mary. And in another. 
place: O Sefus, Som of Mary, 1 foall fulfill my 
Primifes relating to thee, and I fhall reife thee 
to the bighe Degree of Honour and Dignity. 
And then the Patriarch adds: Therefore as she 
Humanity of Fefus was raifed to a Perfection 
fuperior to that of all other Creatures, and which 
no other Man ewer had ; it was meceffary that the 
Inhatitation of the Creator, his Defcent upon 
him, and his Manifeftation in him , foould alfo 
bave a fupreme Degree of Perfefion; as it is 
{aid in the Alcoran: 1 fhall raife thee to my 
felf, and not only to Heaven, Thus what we 
read in the Gofpel, Thou art my beloved Son, 
in whom {I am well pleafed, and in the Pfalws, 
The Lord hath faid unto me, Thou art my 
Son, this Day have I begotten thee,oughe to be 
underfiood fo, as to fignify that he has been rai- 
fed to a Supreme Dignity, 

The Abbot Renaudot obferves upon this 
P:flage, that it isa horrid thing for Chrifti- 
ans to alledge the Authority of the falfe 
Prophet Mahomet, in order to explain the 
Mylftery of our Salvation ; and to ufe the 
Words of that Impoftor, which cannot be 
taken in the Senfe he beftows upon them, 
without deftroying what we believe con- 
cerning the Trinity. But Elias ( continues 
the Author ) is not the only Neforian guilty 
of fuch an impious Thing. Amrou, another 
Divine of the fame Se&, having explained 
the fame Doctrine in a long Difcourfe , and 
laid down, that Chrift matt needs be call’d 
the Son of Ged upon much better Grounds 
chan che Saints and Prophets, by reafon of 
his Union with the Word, being fill’'d with 
his Godhead in a more Excellent Manner 
than any other Creature, adds, that rhis great 
Truth concerning the infinite Digmity ef Fefus 
Chrift, was unknown to the greateft part of the 
Arabians, til the coming of Mahomet, who 
bore witne{s to the Truth concerning the Mani« 
feftation of Jefus Chrift , his miraculous Birth , 
bis Miracles, and his Refurrefion. Our Au- 
thor obferves, that the fame Do&trine of the 
Neflorians appears, not only in their Theo- 
logical Writings, but alfo in the Perfan Pa- 
raphrafes upon the Holy Scripture to be 
found in their Leftionaries. In one of chofe 
Books, thefe Words equalem fe faciens Deo, 
are thus explained, equal te God, im Power, 
Dignity, and Operation, by the Umion with the 
Eternal Word 

If it be confidered that the Madomerans 
made their Kirft Conguefts in Syria and Por. 
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fa, which were fall of Neforians , one m 


eafily apprehend why the Notions of th, 
moft ancient Mahometan Writers concerning 
the Perfon of Jefus Chrift, are more agrees. 
ble ta the Do&rine of chat Se&, than to 
that of other Chriftians. 

The Neferians perform divine Servige 
every where in the Sjriack Language.

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The Egyptian Jacobites perform Davane 
Service in the Cophtick Tongue. It is the 
ancient Language of Egypt, fuch as it was 
fpoken before the Greek prevailed under the 
Succeflors of Alexander. ."Tis true, there 
are many Greek Words in it ; but becaufe 
they are conftrued according to the Genius 
of the Ancient Language , it ought to be 
look’d upon as an original Tongue. Moft 
of thofe Greek Words are taken from Church- 
Books, efpecially from Liturgies and other 
Offices. The Charatters are altogether 
Greck , except fome few peculiar to that 
Language ;.and we know nothing of the 
Figures of the aucient Characters. When 
Pather Kircher publith’d a Vocabulary, and 
{ome imperfe@ Grammars of that Language 
made by the Arabians,he undertook to prove 
that it was the ancient Language {poken in 
the tinie of the Pharac’s, and that it would 
be of great Ufe to underftand the Antiqui- 
ties of Egypt, and to difcover feveral My- 
fteries in the Infcriptions of the Od;lisks, 
But "tis certain that ic can be of ho manner 
of Ufe to that end ; and that the moft an- 
cient Books, the Titles whereof have been 
inferted by that Jefuir , were never extant : 
‘Tis highly probable that fome body impo- 
fed upon his Credulity, Hitherto we have 
had no Books written in the&gypeian Tongue, 
buc what are Tranflations of the Holy Scris 
ptucc, Liturgies, of Gragamars,. and Diii- 
onaties is 

That Language is fill ufed‘in ‘publick an 
private Prayers, end in Liturgies, and other 
Offices, An Arabick Verfion. is. generally 
to be found in Gophrick Books, that the 
Clergy may be enabled by that means_to 
underftand a Language, which his been dif 
ufed ekove a Thoufand Years, and is only to 
be learn’d by Scudy. 

The Cophtes told Communion with the 
Syrian Jacobites, and with che Eshiopiaws and 
Armenians.

Particulars relating to the Chriftians of > 
thiopia. The Ethiopians were firft converted 
to Chriftianity by Framemtius , in the 1Vth 
Centary, a¢ it appears from Ecclefiaftical 
Hiftory : which is confirmed by the Tra- 
dition of Atthiapia ; for , Fremonatos is the 
moft ancient Bithop meationed in the Books 
of chez; /iopiams, There is aothing more to be 
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found in Church-Hiftory) ¢oncerning the 


Chriftianity of chat Countrey, tall the saad 
Year of Chrift. Ia procefs of ea = 8. F4- 
cobite Patciarchs of Alexandria appointed 3 
Metropolitan in 4thiepia, by which means 
the Chriftians of thar Countrey became Ja 
cohitesor Menophyfices, — .. . ; 

The Abbot Renaudot commends the Rela- 
tion of Aithiepis written by Alvarez, and 
fays that notwithftanding the Criticifms of 
fome modern Authors, it is more exact than 
thofe that have been publifh’'d fince. He 
excepts that of Father Balthazar Tellex prin- 
tedin Pertuguefe. M. Ludolfy’s % Account 
of the Religion of the Ethiopians , appears 
very imperfect to our Author. 

Here follows a fhort Account of their 
Belief.

Their Litargy is the fame with that of the 
Cophtes, Ehey keep the Sabbath , and pra- 
fice» Circumcifion , and fome other Jewifh 
Superftitions, Polygamy prevails among 
them. The Metropolitan, wrongly cali'd 
the Patriarch, is the Ecclefiaftical Superier 
of all £rhiopio, and anfwerable for his Con- 
duct to none but to the Patriarch of dlex- 
anaria.

I muft obférve that the Author has been 


very careful to quote all along printed Books, 


and Manofcripts never yet publifh’d. How- 


ever, itis highly probable chat if a Man of 
Senfe ‘arid Learning , and able to fpeak the 
modern Greek j ‘and the Languages of the 
Neforians Facobites, Cophtes, and Ethiopians, 
fhould travel into the Eaft, and enquire in- 
to the Religion’ of the Eaftern Churches, 
he would find feveral Miftakes in this Work, 
and a mdeh greater Difference between 
thofe Churches and that of Rome, than what 
is here mentioned.
